under ronnideration for some time was be- 
| gun at the Young Mens Christian associa- 


tion rooms Tuesday evening, when three 
classes were formed with a membership 
of tairty young men, which was consid- 
ered a pretty good beginning in view of 
the extreme inclemency of the weather. 
Twttity joined the class in penmanship 
and ten the classes in arithmetic and 
bookkeeping. The class in penmanship 
is taught by Prof. F. L. Tower of the Bliss 
Business college, and J. C. Pringle, book- 
keeper at Barllttt Bros.' mill, is the in- 
structor of the classes in arithmetic and 
bookkeeping. 


These three classes were the only ones 


organized Friday evening, this being only 
the beginning of the work, but alter Jan- 
uurj 1 other classes will be formed. 
There will bo classes in mechanical and 
free'iand drawing, to be tanght by Mr. 
Barnam, teacher of drawing in the pub- 
lic schools. Advanced work will be taken 
up :o enable those who have already 
studied drawin™ to to carry their work 
still further, and there will also be a class 
in t lementary drawing. 
Besides these 


there will also be classes in English. 


These c'asscs are free to any young men 


who see fit to join them, the only expense 
involved being the cost ot materials used. 
The students are required to deposit 51 on 
entering, as a pledge of good faith, and 
to all who attend 75 per cent, of the ses- 
sions, the money will be refunded, minus 
the small amount that will be needed 
to pay for materials, such as 
paperj 


ink, pens, pencils, etc. 
The ter as are 


oertiiinly very liberal and the association 
in opening these classes offers to the 
young men of the city opportunities that 
are worth improving. 


The classes will meet twice a week, 


Tuesday and Friday evenings, for a course 
of tventy lessons. 
Next Friday evening 


the bookkeeping class wil1 be in session 
from 7 to 8 o'clock, the arithmetic class 
Iron S to 9 and the class in penmanship 
iron-, 7.30 to 9 o'clock. 


In taking up educational work the asso- 


ciation is following the example of the 
associations in the larger cities, where 
this branch has become a leading and 
very important part of the work. 
In the 


Chicago association seventy-nine branches 
are tanght and a corps of instructors is 
employed almost equal to a college 
faculty.
